BRITISH EMOTIONS 
Thera are timaa when BrltUh labor party 
leatJers sound Uke hysterical T!Cl?QOlglrU. ThU 
Beems to be one ol them. Thplr emoHorial 
tirades over our larue-scale bombing ol the 
commufilsts* Yfllu river power plantj hardly 
qualify them aa sober world atateamen. . 

Clement Attlee and Aneurln Bevan, re- 
markably In agreement for once, scream that 
war with Red China has been brought closer 
by our action. They declare also that It al- 
fects adversely the truce talks at Panmunjom. 
As lar as the truce talks go, it ia hard to see 
- how they could be any worse than thcy.Wfl 
n»^tr rrhmy ^f^Y^ bean In progress for 



no constructive steps have been taken. The 
reds are using them for a double, purpose: 
to clock their buildup behind a vastly stronger 
line In North Korea, and to spout vicious 
propaganda like the lake charges against the 
XJ. U. on germ warfare. 

Whether war— big war— has been brought 
nearer by the power plant bombings Is doubt- 
ful. 

Attlee and Sevan do not appear to have 
studied communist behavior closely. Expert 
stuaents 9t th«_reds.wlU tell you that they 
are-not-iikBly„to,.be provoked by any allrtd 
move unlesa they wimt'tb be. Ih other -words, 
we nitke ft mlctske If we assume they will 
react m accord with the patterns of Inter- 
national .behavior to which we are ac- 
; customed. 

Too-many people trying to read red minds 
see them ai carbon copies ot their own. The 
\ui communists do not think like we do. Remem- 
ber when Russia was boycotting the united 
Nations In XS50? The reason given was that 
the V. K declined to recognize' red china. A 
lot of alleged experta said Russia would never 
return to the V. N. until Its condlUoju had 
been met. The ^cal students ol Russia knew 
"bBtterrand^theyL^sMra-not-surptlied—when- 
Jacob Malllt oalmly walked In one day and 
took hlB seat. 

When we agreed last year to undertake 
truu^Alks, 'fffi-itOQlc a'calculated risk. The 
risk was that the reds would use the quiet 
■TiCTiod to cancel out our-then exlBtlnB_inlll' 
tary advantage and re-Iortiry their sagging 
lines. This they have done. We no longef have 
that same advantage. 

.The bomblng of the Yalu power plants was 
another-calcuStedTrlak. carrUd out tn-large 
part to restore some of that lost margin to 
our embattled forces. It w^s an Important 
decision, and the British ought to have known 
about It In advance. But they ought hardly 
to complain about It, since the'y readily ac 
-qme8oed-ln--the-lmciL-talka_tb at u lt imate ly 
worked to the reds' advantage. This la merely 
■A'V- — one effort to re-balanco the scales.
